te continue recruiting men at all the re- 


‘eruiting stations for service in the Phiiip- 


pines and Secretary Alger said when he 
left the white house, after the conference, 
that General Otis would have 53,000 men 
when the rainy season closed for a resump- 
tion of active operations. 

There are seventy recruiting stations in 
the United States and enlistments are to 
be taken at all of these stations. The 
enlistments are to be for service in the reg- 
wlar army and recruits are to be organized 
into regiments or assigned to regiments al- 
teady formed after enlistment. 

No organizations as such are to be ac- 


~ eepted, if sufficient recruits can be obtained 


by regular enlistment. 
Serious Difficulty Presented. 
Genetal Corbin said the enlistments would 
be for three years, although the law for 
the creation of the provisional army of 
%,000 in excess of the regular army of 
6,000 provides only for such a force until 
1901. Arrangements are to be made at once 
for increasing thé transportation necessary 
to get these additional troops to the Phil- 
ippines. The decision to re-enforce Gen- 
eral O.is by the end of the rainy season 
is interpreted to mean that aggressive cam- 
paigning will cease until the bad weather 
ends. Until that time operations will prob- 
ably be confined to occasional excursions 
to places in close vicinity to lines where 
the insurgents may have congregated in 
force. By remaining quiescent under good 
shelter during the rainy season, it is hoped 
the health of our troops will be conserved 
and the danger from climatic fevers re- 
duced io a minimum. 
Officers Ready for Command. 
General Otis has cabled the war depart- 
Ment that he has the skeleton organizations 
of two of the regiments which it is. pro- 
Posed to raise in the Philippines. At the 
War department this is said to mean that 
General Otis has the officers for these regi- 
ments selected and that they are ready to 
be filled with enlisted men. How many of 
these can be secured from the volunteer 
fegiments now in the Philippines is not 
known. It is stated at the war department 
that the recruits now being enlisted at the 
Tate of 1,000 a week cannot be used for the 
Yolunteer army provided for in the act of 
March 2d, authorizing 35,000 men, although 
it would be an easy matter to transfer

to raise additional troops.

Washington, June 28.—At the Instance 
of Adjutant General Corbin, Quartermas- 
ter General Ludington recently instituted 
an investigation of the published report 
that the government was negleciing the 
graves of the confederate dead in the na- 
tional cemetery at Arlington, 

The report of Major T. KE. True, the 
depot quartermaster who has charge ot 
the Arlington cemetery, has just teen 
filed at the war department, 

“There are,” says Major True, ‘135 ccn- 
federate soldiers, civilians and state pris- 
oners, now interred at Arlington national 
cemetery. Of the number 125 are known 
and ten are unknown, These dead are 
buried with other honorable dead in the 
cemetery, their graves are known and 
recorded, are marked with headstones 
very similar to those marking the graves 
of union soldiers, bearing the name, but 
not_the regiment, compiny or state, as in 
the case of union soldiers, are well sudded 
and cared for according to regulation, 
precisely as graves of all the other dead 
in that cemetery are cared fcr. In short, 
the confederate dead are honorably in- 
terred and honorably cared for.”’

The Spaniards at Manila Are Fast 
Leaving the Philippines for 
Their Home. 


Manila, June 28.—General Jaramilles, who 
is settling Spain's military affairs here, 
has received a cable message from the 
minister of war at Madrid, General Pota+ 
vieja, announcing that the pay of all sol- 
diers who are in the hands of the in- 
surgents will be continued during their 
captivity. The families of many of these 
officers and soldiers are in Manila with- 
out means of support hére or cn their re- 
turn to Spain. 

The new Spanish consul here, Senor 
Luis Marinos, says his foremost business 
is to secure the release of the prisoners.

Roads Will Insist, However, on Right 
To Transfer Freight Cars Through 
or on Outside of Station. 
Extension of fhe 
Lease. 


The railway officials have taken hold of . 


the union passenger station in earnest and 
to the surprise of every one, themselves 
included, they have agreed on a general 
plan, 

After Tuesday’s meeting with the com- 
mission, the representatives of the roads 
held a conference and they worked on the 
depot problem until wel] on in the night. 

At this conference it was agreed to rec- 
ommend to the several boards of directors 
and lessees that they approve a plan for 
building a union passenger station in Ate 
lanta extending from Loyd to Whitehall. 

A meeting of executive officers will be 
called for one day next week to agree 
on some of the details.. At that meeting a 
general plan will be discussed, and it is 
probable that a proposition will be drafted 
and will be presented to all the boards 
and lessees. This will be a. proposition 
which, if approved by-the different boards 
of directors and lessees, will be presénted 
to.the state railroad commission on Au- 


. gust lst. 


The railway officials who were at Tues- 
day’s meeting concluded that a union sta- 
tion on the state’s property was the only 
chance to get a union station. Some of 
the roads did not want to build there be-

The 
Western ang Atlantic, the Georgia and 
the Central, having no belt line, will want 
to transfer freight through the city a 
they do now, and as the Whitehall, Pryor 
and Loyd street grade crossings will be 
eliminated when the depot is built, the 
city’s consent {fs counted on. Objection to 
that by the city would break up the whole 
Station matter more quickly than anything 
else. : 

Extension of the Lease. 

Another point which will require care- 
ful handling will be the extension of the 
lease on the present terminal by the state. 
It is likely that the state will be asked 
te make a new lease to a terminal ce cm- 
pany, relieving the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis. The latter company holds 
the key to that situation. Some Jegislation 
will be necessary, but there is no reason 
why this phase should not be suce*ssfuly 
adjusted. 

As stated im the foregoing, the railway 
officials believe that can negotiate 
successfully with the city and the only 
point in doubt is the legislature's pusi- 
tion. 

However, the roads are proceeiing 
the suggestion made by Colonel Ed Brown, 
the state's special attorney for the West- 
ern and Atlantic. in a brief but strong 
speech at Tuesday's meeting wita the 
railroad commission, he suggested that the 
roads submit a written proposition to the 
city and the state, presenting it through 
the railroad commission.

GRAND JURY CONDEMNS FEE SYSTEM 


fan Increase in the Number of the 
Members of Board of Commission- 
ers Is Recommendei—The 
County Officers Are All 
Commended. 


* 


The grand jury made ifs presentments to 
the court yesterday morning, and made sev- 
eral recommendations regarding the wel- 
fare of the county. Many of the county 
officers were comended for faithful and able 
service. 

Regarding the Brown investigaticn, the 
jury did not think that any improper work 
had been done on his farm, but stated that 
some expense could have been saved the 
county if the pavement which was placed 
on one of his private driveways and then 
taken up at Mr. Brown's instance had not 
been put down. 

That portion of the presentments is as 


follows: 


“The grand jury visited in a body and 
inspected the Brown's mill road. We found 
the same one of the best thoroughfares 
in the county. In and around premises of 
Commissioner Brown we found the roads 
built just the same as they arein all other 
sectfons where same have been completed. 

“We found substantial retaining wall 
built between spring and public road, which 
Was an unnecessary cost to the county, 
and at the same time little or no benefit to 
Commissioner Brown. 

“We found private driveway to Commis- 
sioner Brown's residence had been paved a 
distance of about sixty feet, and paving re- 
moved shortly afterwards by order of Com- 
missioner Brown. The putting down and 
removal of same were an expense to coun- 
ty, and might have been avoided. | 

“We found several grade approaches 
from public road into Commissioner Brown's 
property which seemed necessary and 
proper to be there. 

‘We found about 205 feet sewer pipe run 
through Commissioner Brown's property 
which, however, was so placed as to drain 
property of Mr. Miller, and not for benefit of 
Commissioner Brown. [t is possible this 
property might have been drained by a dif- 
ferent method at less expense to the 
county.’”’ 

Want $100,000 Fund Utilized. 

The jury recommended the immediate 
use of the $100,000 fund which was levied 
for the purpose of building a new court- 
house. This fund has been lying idle for 
several years. The jury recommended that 
the board of county commissioners prepare 
at once to build an annex to the present 
courthouse to cost $100,000, and that repairs 
be placed on the present building to cost 
$19,000. 

“The condition of the new jail was a sur- 
prise to the grand jury, both as to its ap- 
pearance and the care which it is receiv- 
ing. The recommendations state that the 
outer doors look old and rusty; the eleva- 
tor is out of repair; electric bells are not in 
condition to use; the bars on outer win- 
dows are of iron and easily cut; the win- 
dows in the Tower are open, and the rooms 
below have suffered injury. It is recom- 
mended that the board of commissioners 
give these matters attention. 

The presentents continue: 

"The care of the jail, we find, in the main, 
very good, but we recommend that the 
jailor should use more care in cleaning 
floors and dusting stairways, walls, ete. 
The building, being new, should be easily 
kept thoroughly clean. We believe thit 
prisoners at the jail, many of them ac- 
cused but not condemned, should have three 
meals per day instead of two. But if the 
present practice of serving two meals only, 
should be deemed advisable. then, those 
meals ought not to be served at 7 a. m. and 
lp. m. The second eal skmutu be served tt 
a later hour, say 3 or 4 o'clock.” 

The garnishment system was stated to he 
abused in this county. It is stated that 
censure should fall on those justices who 
allow the wages of a day laborer to be 
garnisheed. 

The condition of the county schools was 
found to be very good, and Commissioner 
Guinn was highly commendeu for his work. 

Tax Levy To Be 37.5. 

“We recommend that the county com- 
missioners be authorized to <-vy a tax iv 
cover all county purposes for the year 18)9 
of not exceeding thirty-seven and five- 
tenths (37.5) cents on each one hundre‘d 
($100) of taxable values of the county.” 


Many recommendations were made re- 
garding the roads and bridges of the coun- 
ty. They were nearly all visited, anu in 
many places work was suggested done, and 
bridges built. 

A recommendation in line with that made 
by a former grand jury was made yesterday

BOARD WILL MEET IN ATLANTA 


Many Prominent Candidates Have Been 
Urged for the Place, 


PRESIDENCY AN IMPORTANT POSITION 


It Is Highest Honor in the Gift of the 
Southern Baptist Convention and 
Has a Handsome Salary At- 
tached—Some of the 

Candidates. 


The board of trustees of the Baptist The- 
ological seminary of Louisville will meet 
in the parlors of the Second Baptist church 
at 10 o’clock this morning for the purpose 
of electing a president of the seminary to 
fill the vacancy made by the resignation 
of President W. H. Whtsitt. 

The meeting will be a most important 
one, and the sesston will be held in secret. 

The Baptist Theological seminary is the 
largest tnstitution of its denomination in 
the world, and {fs the only university under 
the control of the southern Baptist conven- 
tion. It numbers over 300 students, all of 
whom are college graduates, and has an 
exceptionally able faculty, composed of the 
most distinguished Baptist ministers in 
the south. 

Some months ago President Whitsitt 
resigned on account of the fact that cer- 
tain criticisms had been made on his 
Biblical teaching. A meeting of the board 
of trustees was held soon after, in May, 
and Rev. Dr. John P. Green was unani- 
mously chosen to fill the place. Some weeks 
later ,however, he notified the trustees 
that he could not accept the position. Since 
that time the seminary has been without 
a head, and the present meeting was culleid 
for the purpose of elcting a president. 

The board of frustees of the Southern 
Baptist Theological seminary is compose 
of fifty-five members, each southern state 
having representation, according to wealth. 
Kentucky, Georgia and South Carolina 
have the largest representation. The trus- 
tees from this state are: 

Rev. I. J. Tichenor, Dr. Henry McDon- 
ald, Rev. W. W. Landrum, Dr. E. L. Con- 
nally, C. A. Davis and Hon. W. J. North- 
en, of Atlanta; Dr. R. B. Headden, of 
Rome; Judge A. D. Freeman, of Newnan; 
Hon. H. M. Hickmar) of Augusta; Hon. C. 
B. Willingham, of Macon, and Rev. Dr. 
Kirkpatrick, of White Plains. 

A number of names have been suggestel 
for the position, but it is impossible to say 
who will be elected. 

Among other prominent ministers who 
have been urged for the place ts Dr. W. 
W. Landrum, pastor of the First Baptist 
church, who is also a member of the board 
of trustees. Dr. Landrum, however, states 


that he would not accept the position under 


any circumstances. 

Other prominent pastors that have been 
spoken of are: Rev. Dr. Edward Judson, 
pastor of the Memorial church of New 
York city and lecturer on theology in the 
Colgate university; Rev. Dr. C. 8. Gard- 
ner, pastor of the First church of Gregn- 
ville, S. C.; Rev. Charles 44 Stakeley, pas- 
tor of the First church in Washington, D. 
C., and a native of LaGrange, Ga., and 
Rev. Dr. B. F. Riley, professor of English 
in the University of Georgia. 

'The presidency of the Baptist Theological 
seminary is a lucrative position, aside from 
being ‘the highest honor that can be be- 
stowed upon a minister by the southern 
Baptist convention. The salary and per- 
quisites amount to $3,500 a year, together 
with a handsome residence in one of the 
prettiest parts of Louisville. 

The business of the convention is not ex- 
pected to consume more than a day, and it 
is probable that the board will adjourn

COURTHOUSE ANNEX. WANTE 


© Condition of the Jail Found To Be 
: Unsatisfactory 


An Increase in the Number of the 
Members of Board of Commission- 
ers Is Recommendei—The 
County Officers Are All 
Commended.

The grand jury made its presentments to 
the court yesterday morning, and made sev- 
eral recommendations regarding the we!l- 
fare of the county. Many of the county 

officers were comended for faithful and able 

service. 

Regarding the Brown investigaticn, the 
jury did not think that any improper work 
had been done on his farm, but stated that 
some expense could have been saved the 
county if the pavement which was placed 
on one of his private driveways and then 
taken up at Mr. Brown's instance had not 
been put down. 

That portion of the presentmrents is as 
follows: © 

“The grand jury visited in a body and 
inspected the Brown's mill road. We found 
the same one of the best thoroughfares 
in the county. In and around premises of 
Commissioner Brown we found the roads 
built just the same as they arein all other 
sectfons where same have been completed. 

“We found substantial retaining wall 
built between spring and public road, which 
Was an unnecessary cost to the county, 
and at the same time little‘or no benefit to 
Commissioner Brown. 

“We found private driveway to Commis- 
sioner Brown's residence had been paved a 
distance of about sixty feet, and paving re- 
moved shortiy afterwards by order of Com- 
missioner Brown. The putting down and 
removal of same were an expense to coun- 
ty, and might have been avoided. | 

“We found several grade approaches 
from public road into Commissioner Brown's 
property which seemed necessary and 
proper to be there. 

“We found about 205 feet sewer pipe run 
through. Commissioner Brown's property 
which, however, was so placed as to drain 
property of Mr. Miller, and not for benefit of 
Commissioner Brown. It is possible this 
property might have been drained by a dif- 
ferent method at less expense to the 
county.”’ 

Want $100,000 Fund Utilized. 

_ The jury recommended the immediate 

use of the $100,000 fund which was levied 
for the purpose of building a new court- 
house. This fund has been lying idle for 
several years. The jury recommended that 
the board of county commissioners prepare 
at once to build an annex to the present 
courthouse to cost $100,000, and that repairs 
be placed on the present building to cost 
$10,000. 
“The condition of the new jail was a sur- 
prise to the grand jury, both as to its ap- 
pearance and the care which it is receiv- 
ing. The recommendations state that the 
outer doors look old and rusty; the eleva- 
tor is out of repair; electric bells are not in 
condition to use; the bars on outer win- 
dows are of iron and easily cut; the win- 
dows in the Tower are open, and the rooms 
below have suffered injury. It is recom- 
mended that the board of commissioners 
give these matters attention. 

The presentents continue: 

"The care of the jail, we find, in the main, 
very good, but we recommend that the 
jailor should use more care in cleaning 
floors and dusting stairways, walls, etc. 
The building, being new, should be easily 
kept thoroughly clean. We believe tht 
prisoners at the jail, many orf them 4c- 
cused but not condemned, should have three 
meals per day instead of two. But if the 
present practice of serving two meals only, 
should be deemed advisable. then, those 
medals ought not to be served at 7 a. m. and 
lp. m.

BOARD WILLMEET IN ATLANTA 


Many Prominent Candidates Have Been 
Urged for the Place, 


PRESIDENCY AN IMPORTANT POSITIDN 


It Is Highest Honor in the Gift of the 
Southern Baptist Convention and 
Has a Handsome Salary At- 
tached—Some of the 
Candidates. 


The board of trustees of the Baptist The- | 


ological seminary of Louisville will meet 
in the parlors of the Second Baptist church 
at 10 o’clock this morning for the purpose 
of electing a president of the seminary to 
fill the vacancy made by the resignation 
of President W. H. Whtsitt. 

The meeting will be a most important 
one, and the session will be held in secret. 

The Baptist Theological seminary is the 
largest ftnstitution of its denomination in 
the world, and fs the only university under 
the control of the southern Baptist conven- 
tion. It numbers over 300 students, all of 
whom are college graduates, and has an 
exceptionally able faculty, composed of the 
most distinguished Baptist ministers in 
the south. 

Some months ago President Whitsitt 
resigned on account of the fact that cer- 
tain criticisms had been made on his 
Biblical teaching. A meeting of the board 
of trustees was held soon after, in May, 
and Rev. Dr. John P. Green was unari- 
mously chosen to fill the place. Some weeks 
later ,however, he notified the trustees 
that he could not accept the position. Since 
that time the seminary has been without 
a head, and the present meeting was culleid 
for the purpose of elcting a prestdent. 

The board of trustees of the Southern 
Baptist Theological seminary is composel 
of fifty-five members, each southern state 
having representation, according to wealth. 
Kentucky, Georgia and South Carolina 
have the largest representation. The trus- 
tees from this state are: 


Rev. I. J. Tichenor, Dr. McDon-

ald, Rev. W. W. Landrum, Dr. E. L. Con--, 


nally, C. A. Davis and Hon. W. J. North- 
en, of Atlanta; Dr. R. B. Headden, of 
Rome; Judge A. D. Freeman, of Newnan; 
Hon. H. M. Hickmarj of Augusta; Hon. C. 
B. Willingham, of Macon, and Rev. Dr. 
Kirkpatrick, of White Plains. 

A number of names have been suggestel 
for the position, but it is impossible to say 
who will be elected. 

Among other prominent ministers who 
have been urged for the place ts Dr. W. 
W. Landrum, pastor of the First Baptist 
church, who is also a member of the board 
of trustees. Dr. Landrum, however, states 
that he would not accept the position under 
any circumstances. 

Other prominent pastors that have been 
spoken of are: Rev. Dr. Edward Judson, 
pastor of the Memorial church of New 
York city and lecturer on theology in the 
Colgate university; Rev. Dr. C. 8. Gard- 
ner, pastor of the First church of Gregn- 
ville, S. C.; Rev. Charles 44 Stakeley, pas- 
tor of the First church in Washington, D. 
C.. and a native of LaGrange, Ga., and 
Rev. Dr. B. F. Riley, professor of English 
in the University of Georgia. 

‘The presidency of the Baptist Theological 
seminary is a lucrative position, aside from 
being ‘the highest honor that can be be- 
stowed upon a minister by the southern 
Baptist convention. The salary and per- 
quisites amount to $3,500 a year, together 
with a handsome residence in one of the 
prettiest parts of Louisville. 

The business of the convention is not ex- 
pected to consume more than a day, and it 
is probable that the board will adjourn
